Porterwas caurt-martialed *nd cashiered 
on charges preferred by Gen. Pope of 
disobedience of orders. For years Por- 
ter has striven lor a reversal of the rer- 
dict of that court-martial. 
Gen. Grant 


himself, while Piesident, looked OTer 
the case but jefused to interfere. Again, 
after he had retired from the Presi- 
dency, he took it up and after consider- 
able study reversed his former conclu- 
sions and recommended Porter's pardon 
and reinstatement in the army 
Th» 


reasons for Gen. Grant's changa we 
could never understand, nor yet do we. 
It was pl»m that Porter disobeyed 
orders in the face of the enemy, and 
stood Tilth his corps in idleness n whole 
day wheu be knew the rest of the ainoy 
was engaged and au attack by him 
would do much to relieve them 


In the Janury number of the Century 


is an article from the pen of General 
Pone, who commanded at that battle, 
giving its Imtory, and a history of the 
events which led up to the battle to- 
gether witn thb reports of the Confeder- 
ate Generals substantiating 
Pope's 


acconut of the battle in every particular. 
This mticie of General Pope's is a com- 
plete answer to tha letter of Geuiral 
Grant, and his reasons for recommend- 
ing the restoration of Porter. 


General Pope's article appears to be a 


candid, straightforward 
statement of 


faoti, fortified by official report! of all 
the prominent Generals engaged, and is 
entitled to credit until it can be shown 
that the statements are incorrect. If 
correct, the judgment against Porter 
was most lenient, and he may be thank 
ful that dismissal from the ai my was 
the only penalty. If Pope's version I 
not correct, let the other side come for 
ward and show wherein it is not correct. 


In justice to General Pope it should 


"be said that the command of the Army 
of Virginia was not to Lis seeking. It 
vfas forced upon him by the Secretary 
of War, against his protest, and he ouly 
aeoepted under the positive promise that 
the Army of the Potomac, under com 
mand of McClellan, should not be al 
lowed to retreat to the James, but re- 
main in supporting distance, and thould 
retire in the direction of Hanover Court 
House. He stated his reasons, and they 
were correct, that Leu was wilhug to 
eichange Kichmond for "Wakhiugton, 
and it so turned out. Aud wheu Lee 
made his movement against the Airny 
of Virginia, h» left Kiohmond unpro- 
tected, and General HcClellan bou'c 
have captured the city any day whili. 
boused up at Harrison's Landing. Pope 
chargee that McClellan, with the dangjr 
oi th» Army of Virginia apparent 
ordered his retreat so as to separate his 
own fiom Pope's.

which he received the following telegram 
rom General Halleck: "You have 
done nobly. Don't yield another inch 
f you can avoid it." He did not yield 
another inch, and the result was Lee's 
advance into Maryland.

The President grew very 
warm in the discussion and said that he 
would ucrffurnish anything.

refuse to send th* papers to the Senate. 
In that case it will b* Tery probable 
that there will be wholesale rejections.

Th* subject that is uppermost in the 
minds of Cabinet Ministers, Senators 
and the Fiesident is what the country 
will think of it.
